The Riffians finally fled, abandon- 


ing their dead.

The mystery of the dispatches “on: 


good authority” that soviet documents 
were found in Bulgaria ordering and 
inciting reds to blow up the cathedral 
of Sofia and assassinating King Boris 
has been cleared up. It was done by 
the Austrian police, surely no friend 
of the bolsheviks. The Vienna police 
arrested: last week Alexander Juka- 
bowitz. who did-a lively business in 
providing terrible documents for the 
Rumanian, Bulgarian and  =4Jugo- 
Slavian representatives. He was 
found in possession of an excellent 
set of forging implements and an, un- 
finished “‘soviet document.” Papers 
in his possession later led te the ar- 
rest of his chief, the arch-forger Dru- 
silovski, in Berlin, who was in the 
same business. On the strength of 
these forgeries Rumania keeps a large 
army in the field; Jugo-Slavia has 
been able to get the ears of Paris 
for loans and war supplies and Bul- 
garia has been-able to persuade the 
allies to intrease the strength of her 
forces, contrary to the peace terms. 
For once, though, the bolsheviks stand 
exonerated, and in the future dreaded 
messages “‘from Moscow” will be less 
frequent.

grave risk of death in childbirth. The 
girl has never suffered any illness to 
speak of and has always had, excellent 
health. She covers the ground pretty 
thoroughly in these specific ques- 
tions: 

1. Is 36 vears a dangerous age for 
a spinster to marry? 

® Is it trie that marriage and the 
rearing of children entail particular 
danger for a woman who has lived 
to this age unmarried? 

3. Does the reproductive system age 
more rapidly than other functional 
systems of the body? . 

4. Would matrimony under such 
conditions be safer if birth control is 
practiced ? 

5. Is it true that a woman marry- 
ing at ‘this age courts illness by re- 
maining intentionally childless? Espe- 
cially such illness as tumer or cancer? 

6. Is the age of the prospective 
husband an important factor in such 
a marriage? 

7. Should an old maid marry? 

Only a genuine old maid, I imagine, 
would consider the question of matri- 
mony in such a eold detached, calcu- 
lating and thoroughly sensible way. 
But just between ourselves, folks, 
whatever a woman’s most dangerous 
age may be I dunno, but I know a 
normal, healthy woman is physically 
at her best at just the age of our 
spinster correspondent, and to all girls 
at or around that age who have not 
yet knocked down their men I would 
give this good-health message: Now is 
the time’ to knock ’em cold. 

But don’t hit at the old boys. Tet 
’em go by. Wait for a young one and 
sock him for a home run. They're 
fairly young and tender from thirty 
to fifty, but not good picking from 
fifty on up. Of course a lot of ’em are 
tough old birds long before forty. A 
man is as old as his ways of living 
make him. 

There is no real ground for. the 
fears of this spinster regarding the 
risks of childbirth. On the contrary, 
the girl who marries when she is past 
thirty proves rather better risk than 
the girt who commences her marrying 
before she has all her wisdom teeth.

“We cannot suspend Dempsey,’ ” de- 
elared Chairman Farlicy, “as he holds 
no license with this commission. We 
cannot declare the title vacant be- 
cause we haven't the power, but he 
is already on the ineligible list and 
will remain so until he signs for the 
Wills match. _If we could declare the 
title vacant we would. 

Will Ignore Letter. 

“We received his letter by airplane 
mail today but will ignore it. We 
“will answer. neither his letter nor his 
latest wire. We are not concerned 
with his personal affairs, but he 
agreed to fight Wills and until he 
takes some steps to bind this match 
his status with us will remain the 
Baume. namely, ineligible. 

“However, we have taken an addi- 
tional step to bring Dempsey to terms. 
Any boxer who fights Dempsey be- 
fore the champion definitely binds 
himself to a match with Wills will 
he promptly suspended or declared 
ineligible by this commission. This 
‘ruling. likely will be effective in states 
Where a working agreement exists 
with this board. Massachusetts, Con- 
necticut and Vennsylvania all have a 
working agreement with us,”

New York, August 4.—Last Friday 
marked the end of one cotton season 
and the beginning of another. 


A review ana forecast would be 
conventional, but they will not be 
attempted, as they would be of but 
little value. 


The outstanding statistical fact of 
the 12 months just ended is the export 
movement. It promises to exceed 
8,200,000 bales, and if it continues 
to gain during the season upon which 
we are now entering, a crop of 15.,- 
000,000 bgles will be none too large. 

The decline in futures recorded last 
week would therefore appear to be 
entirely irrational, if the known facts 
were the only influences to be con- 
sidered. Unfortunately, that is not 
the case, for the course of the market 
is now more dependent upon the psy- 
chology of the public mind than upon 
physical conditions. The last goy- 
ernment report drove most of the 
When its influences 
was spent, the small long interest 
commenced to liquidate and most of 
the advance was lost. 

The speculative interest .on both 
sides is probably smaller than it has 
been in years, ard no one is willing 
to trade an advance or decline of one 
‘or two cents a pound should follow 
the issuance of the next government 
estimate due August 8&8. 

New Crop Moving. 

Meantime the new crop is com- 
mencing to move and hedges must be 
sold. against it from day to day. Spec- 
ulators are literally afraid to buy 
these hedges, and the only pui.'asers 
are the few spinners who can sell 
their produetion for future delivery 
in a goods market that is correspond- 
ingly confused. 

It fs much as if the cotton ex- 
changes were closed and there was 
no trading at all in futures. 

What the consequence will be no 
oné ean foresee. ~ 

At the outbreak of the war in 1914 
future trading was suspended from 
July 31 until November 16. During 
that period spot cotton sold as low 
as or 7 cents per pound, largely 
because those who bought it had to 
earry it unhedged. 

Any such decline is, of course, out 
of the question now, but we may be 
sure that merchants and spinners will 
be slow to buy the cotton that will 
be shortly coming to market if they 


cannot sell contracts against it ex- 


cept by offering ‘.cm down until the 
price is so low that it attracts “bar- 
gain buyers” or discounts the shock 
of any government estimate that may 
be issued. 

This is not intended to imnly any 
change in the relation of the supply 
to the demand. As far as one may 
have an opinion so early in the last 
season, the probability seems to be 
that the consumption will exceed that 
of last season afd that the yield will 
not be much if any larger. 


Buyers Are Scarce. 


But the problem is to find buyers 
for the six or seven million bales 
that must be sold during the next 
four months. Speculators have been 
literally driven ott of the market 
by the erratic fluctuations that have 
followed .every government estimate 
thus far issued. Until they can be 
pursuaded to return and assist in the 
carriage of the crop as formerly it 
will be idle to talk about 10,V00,000 
or 15,000,000 bales will be ‘duced. 
The question is who will buy the 
400,000 or 500,000 bales that will 
soon be for sale each week. The an- 
swer to this question depends upon 
whether the fortnightly government 
estimates shall be stonned cor con- 
tinued. It is said that they : ~an- 
datory under an act of congress, but 
surely there must be some way by 
which their real incertitude can be 
made plain and their blighting in- 
fluence abated.
